ADAMS LISTED 
AMONG STATE'S 
WHEAT COUNTIES 


Pennsylvania’s allotm ent for the 
1940 w heat program, under the fed­ 
eral governm ent’s agricultural con­ 
servation plan, has been increased 
67,274 acres over 1939. 
The state committee Is getting 
ready to apportion the acreage for 
next year in time for fall planting. 
Tile total allotm ent is $849,933 acres. 
In the committee's task of divid­ 
ing up the state, Adams Is among 
the 43 counties designated as wheat 
counties: 
“Non-allotm ent’' 
In these counties all farms on 
which the usual acreage of wheat 
is less than ten acres will be con­ 
sidered 
"non-allotm ent’’ 
wheat 
farms. 
They 
will 
harvest 
the 
usual acreage in 1940 without de­ 
duction. 
All other farms will be known 
as ‘‘allotm ent’* farm s and may earn 
both a conservation paym ent and 
price adjustm ent paym ent for grow­ 
ing within their allotment. 
In either case, an allotm ent farm 
or a non-allotm ent farm may re­ 
quest tile county agricultural con­ 
servation committee to change its 
classification, subject to the provi­ 
sions relating tn each, 
The committee suggested that all 
wheat farm ers who were not in the 
1939 program but who want to take 
part in 1940, should get in touch 
with their county committees be­ 
fore July I, or at least not later 
than July 15. 
Settle Allotments 
T hat will aid the county force in 
setting allotm ents for each farm. 
All other counties in the state 
will be known as "non-w heat” coun­ 
ties, in which all farm s will be 
non-allotm ent 
farm s 
unless 
the 
farm er requests the county commit- 
tee prior to September I to consider 
his farm as an allotm ent farm. 
All 
such 
non-allotm ent 
wheat 
farm s may harvest, without deduc­ 
tion. an acreage of wheat equal to 
the usual acreage established for the 
farm, or ten acres, whichever is the 
larger. 
(Such farms are not taking part 
in the program on an acreage basis, 
but may do so by adopting soil- 
building practices approved by the 
government.

LOUIS AND TONY, 
SHARP AND FAT, 
READY FOR GONG

New York, June 28 (AP) — It 
seems almost like a dream that Tony 
Galento, the blowsy New Jersey bar­ 
keep, and Joe Louis, one of the fast­ 
est, most destructive big men In ring 
history, will climb through the ropes 
at Yankee stadium about 9 o’clock 
(E.S.T.) tonight to fight it out for 
the heavyweight championship of 
the world. 
A year ago the mere suggestion of 
such a match was considered lu­ 
dicrous. 
Last winter, when Tony 
signed the papers in Miami, it still 
was good for a laugh. The Idea of 
fat Tony facing the Louis blasts 
seemed about as sensible as a barge 
sassing a battleship. 
And now, to­ 
night, we actually are going to hunch 
forward In our chairs and watch it 
ha wen, 
7th Louis Defense 
For L o u i s , the "defendingest” 
champion there lias been, the oc­ 
casion will mark the seventh time 
he has laid his title on the line since 
he won it from Jim Braddock two 
years ago. The negro regards Ga­ 
lento very lightly, expects to knock 
him out inside three rounds of a 
fight scheduled for 15 heats. 
He has trained almost casually 
and, as usual, has said next to noth­ 
ing. He looks razor-sharp and un­ 
ruffled. 
The gamblers, while fond 
of pointing out that “any man with 
a p u n c h like Galento’s has a 
chance," still were offering unlimit­ 
ed money at 8 to I that Louis re­ 
tains his crown. 
For Galento it is a chance he 
couldn’t have envisaged in his beer­ 
iest dreams of a few years back. 
Never a top-notcher the 230-pound 
veteran finds himself fighting for the 
■championship at the fag-end of his 
career. 
The experts have agreed almost to 
a man that Louis should make a 
shambles of his stocky, wide-open 
opponent within a few rounds. Most 
of them, like the writer, figure it 
will end in a technical knockout. 
They doubt that even Louis can put 
Tony on the floor, for Tony Is sup­ 
ported by stanchions. Also, he has 
a fighting heart. 
Tony’s Mighty Left 
Maybe it will be a great, pulse- 
stirring fight while it lasts, Galento, 
with all to gam, is almost certain to 
sail into his tall, sharp-shooting op­ 
ponent, pinning his hopes on his 
mighty left hook. 
Maybe Tony, if he piles In hard 
enough and isn’t discouraged by the 
whip-lash of the champion’s fists, 
will land on Joe at the outset. Then 
there could be a wild scene, one to 
set 40,000 or more spectators dancing 
on their chairs. Louis Is not hard 
to daze. He still doesn t take a stiff 
one on the jaw very well. 
They will be a strangely assorted 
pair up there under the lights. Louis

face unmarked and his lips in their 
perpetual little pout. Tony as squat

Another Slaying 
The dead woman, secretary of the 
spiritual assembly , of the B aha’i, a 
group described as studying oriental 
philosophy* was in moving pictures 
in the early twenties.
